A Former French 


President 

Alexandre Millerand, 84-year-old 
former French President, whose 
death has just been reported in 
Versailles, was noted as a war 
leader and exponent of social reform. 
He started political life as a socialist, 
but later went over to the Right, 
although still advocating far-reach- 
ing reforms: He was appointed 
Minister for War in the Poincare 
Cabinet of 1912, became Chairman 
of the Committee for War Supplies 
immediately on the outbreak of war 
in 1914,‘and was later reappointed 
War Minister, 

He succeeded Clemenceau as 
Premier and Foreign, Minister in 
1920. Nine months later he became 
President, but the Left, remembering 
his ‘‘switch,” forced his resigna- 
tion in 1924, three years before his 
term.—(Reuter. )

build on the basis of agreement.’’. 
The Earl of Munster, Under Secre- 
tary for India and Burma, who 
opened the debate, said that the 
iceroy hoped soon to be in a .posi- 
tion to announce the names of the 
Indians who would succeed to the 
vacancies on his Council. He trusted 
that Indians would turn to their 
task with vision and feirme 80 
that they would eventually find 
escape from their present complexi- 
ties. But until that day arrived 
the British people could not sur- 
render to the forces of anarchy, and 
they must continue to be responsible 
for the welfare of this vast land. 


Fire Chief’s 


Tribute to Firms 


Probably ninety per cent. of peace- 
time fires are unavoidable, and at 
least fifty per cent, are definitely 
caused by cerelessness, said Major 
Comerford, Dublin’s fire-fighting 
chief, when he addressed, in the 
Mansion House, Dublin, last night, 
representatives of public bodies and 
business concerns. 

Fires were due in the main, said 
Major Comerford, to stupidity, care- 
lessness or criminal neglect. He 
cited the habit of throwing away 
lighting cigarette ends, which was 
widely practised in theatres, 
cinemas, and hotel lounges. The 
owner of one big place of entertain- 
ment told him that the cost of 
replacement of carpets and other 
articles burned by cigarette ends 
ran to £500 a year. ai people 
who should know better thought, 
nothing of throwing a burning 
cigarette end on a carpet and then 
stamping it in—a thing they would 
never dream of doing in their own 
homes. Fire prevention was of 
primary importance, particularly at 
present; first of all to the public 
themselves; , secondly, to the 
authorities, and, thirdly, to the 
insurance companies, 

Major Comerford paid tribute to 
the private firms who had _ estab- 
lished their own fire brigades, and 
to the warden service. Nearly 1,200 
auxiliary firemen and women were 
trained, he said, and well over 3,000 
wardens and representatives of busi- 
ness. houses and institutions in the 
city received fire brigade training, 
and had, in turn, trained local fire 
squads., Apathy in these matters, 
as in all others connected with the

The only two centres of 
righting at present are the Donetz 
and the Kuban, where both sides 
are sparring for favourable positions, 
according to Reuter’s Special Cor- 
respondent in Moscow. 

In the big Donetz river loop the 
(Jermans are seriously worried by 
the Russian bridgehead on the. west 
bank of the river, below Izyum. As 
long as this Russian salient is held 
tne whole German _ position at 
Isharkov is insecure. Similarly, the 
German toehold in the Kuban 
remains a dangerous thorn in the 
Russian flank. General Maslennikov 
hus been given the task of first 
driving a wedge into the German 
‘‘pridgehead’’ and then pushin 
both ends into the sea.

GERMAN CLAIM

Balakleya is 30 miles north-west 
of Izyum. 

The Alpine division ‘‘ Julia,” 
which has been fighting with the 
Eighth Italian Army in Russia, has 
returned to Italy, German radio also 
announced, 

Russian attacks against a German 
bridgehead on the east bank of the 
Donetz, south-east of Byelgorod, 
were reported by the German News 
Agency last night.

from O'Shea, in which he said that 
his wife “had been at him” since 
the first week of the marriage, and 
she wanted nobody in.

Ducey gave him a gun and 
a cartridge, but he did not use 
the ‘cartridge, as he wanted it for 
Tommy White. A few days after 
he gave the cartridge to White, 
saying : “ This is what we are look- 
ing for. It’s up to you now.” He 
asked White when he was going to 
carry out the operation. hite 
replied,-a night or two after, 


SHOT FIRED 

The statement went on to say how 
O’Shea and his wife went for a 
walk on the night of the 15th 
March. They were linked arms 
and passed along by the big bush. 
They went along about fifty or sixty 
yards when a shot rang out. He 
knew it was Tommy White vho 
fired that shot, ‘‘because it ves 
arranged by us he would do it.” 
He felt his wife going from him, 
and he held her hand and put his 
other hand on her shoulder and 
laid her down gently on the ground, 
As he was laying her down he 
whispered an act of contrition into 
her ear. All she said was “Oh!” 
or “Oh! Jesus” He then ran 
home, a distance of about 200 
yards. When he got home he told

In the warden, fire, rescue and

COUNTY DUBLIN 

Commissioner O’Donovan told our 
reporter that he was not prepared 
to agree, as far as County Dublin 
was concerned, that apathy and loss 
of strength were countrywide. 
Except in one sub-district of County 
Dublin, the services had retained or 
increased their strengths. He dis- 
agreed entirely with the statement 
in the Trish Times that there was 
‘* a difficulty in getting people, even 
in the service, to pull together and 
fuse their interests.’’ ew of his 
experiences of County Dublin had 
given him such satisfaction as the 
co-operation between the Fire-Fight- 
ing and Rescue Services, the L.S.F., 
Garda Siochana, Red Cross and St. 
John Ambulance Brigade. They 
were to be congratulated on their 
splendid - co-ordination. 
“ Members of the County Dub!:a 
Liaison Staff,’’ he said, ‘‘ who acted 
as observers in the joint exercises 
held in all the sub-districts of South 
County Dublin a week ago, found 
little to criticise and much to com- 
mend.” Ag far as recruiting went, 
60 per cent. of their present strenzth 
had been recruited in the past 
twelve months. 

Dissatisfaction with the support 
given to personnel was ii by 
the Area Warden. ‘‘In my area 
the strength has dropped from 600 
to 350, and we have had only six 
new recruits,’’ he said.. They had 
spent £30 on training 70 men for 
the St. John Ambulance First Aid 
Service, but the men had not been 
allowed to wear badges. Various 
requests to the L.D.F. for pro- 
ficiency and long-service badges, and 
A.R.P. certificates, had all been 
refused. There was a complete lack 
of psychology used in the handling 
of the men. ! 

It was learned that, apart from 
Dublin County, the services through- 
out the rest of the country were 
suffering from low morale.

PRICES 


Since the outbreak of war pearl 
shirt buttons have advanced in price 
by nearly 1,000 per cent. coat 
linings prices have shot up from 
Is. lld. to 7s. 7d. per yard, Irish 
homespuns have reached four times 
their normal price, and shirt costs 
have rocketted by as much as 150 
per cent. 

These aré some of the more 
salient facts gleaned from a mass of 
data on the clothing industry 
collected by an /rish Times reporter 
yesterday. In the course of his in- 
quiries he learned that, in some 
instances, fancy prices are now 
being paid for poor quality artificial 
silk and sheeting materials as sub- 
stitutes for coat linings, and that 
there probably will be an acute 
shortage of worsted suitings towards 
the end of this year. No worsted 
yarns are now being imported; only 
a percentage of [Ireland's needs is 
manufdctured at home, and, unless 
something is done to relieve the 
shortage, some of the better-known 
men’s clothing establishments may 
have to close by October or 
November. 


GROWING PRICES 


Approaching a Jeading city firm 
for comparative average figures, he 
learned that a sports coat, which 
normally cost 75s., has now ad- 
vanced to 95s.; an 8 gns. suit has 
risen to 11 gns., while overcoats 
have increased in price from 7 to 10 
gns. A year ago the same sports 
coat cost approximately 90s., while 
suit and overcoat prices were lower 
by one guinea. 

Responsibility for the big price 
increases was attributed by some to 
thé retailers, who, they said, were 
not doing the same trade, and had 
to keep up their profits. Others 
laid the blame at the door of the 
manufacturers, who, they said, had 
to make up for bonuses paid to 
workers and the present sxy-level 
prices of their business essentials. 

Bought up shortly after the war’s 
outbreak by speculators, coat 
linings, paddings and canvases are 
now at a premium. So acute has 
the position become that some 
tailors have been compelled to put 
proper lining only inside the cuff 
and at the shoulders, the rest of the 
sleeve being lined with poor quality 
substitute material. earl shirt 
buttons have advanced in price 
from 5s, per great gross to 45s., and 
homespuns, which formerly sold at 
from 2s. 3d. to 3s. 6d. per yard, 
are now 14s. per yard. Egyptian 
cotton (for shirt manufacture) is 
now a thing of the past, and U.S. 
cotton is subjected to very heavy 
freightage and insurance rates. 
From 75 to 90 per cent. of the shirt 
trade is dependent on cotton.

One of the most signal 
evidence would appear from the firm’s 
bank account. O’Connor earned £200 a 
year, with beard and lodging, and during 
eight months of 1942 £1.500 had been 
lodged to his credit in the bank. A 
cheque stub found in the firm’s premises 
showed that a cheque for £2,000 had 
been made out in favour of O'Connor, 
which had been drawn at the time 
O'Connor . bought a farm and drew 
£1,800 from his own: account also. 
Messrs. Daly had applied for a tea 
retailer’s licence, but evidence would 
show that thev had bought tea from 
people whose names they had not given 
to the Department as their suppliers. 
One of these purchases related to 
2,250 lb. of tea. On September 23 the 
firm’s record showed a stock of 71 Ib. of 
tea, whereas the actual stock was 531 lb. 
Books showed the sale of flour at 3/4 a 
stone, the fixed price being 3/2. Evidence 
would be given of the sale of 98 cycle 
tyres at 18/- each, the controlled prices 
being 11/7 and 10/-.
